Consistency  in  frequently  aaid  to  be  a 
jewel. 

A  jewel  may  be  a  valuable  thing,  enriched 
with  the  splendors  of  a  really  precious  stone, 
or.  it  may  be  a  mere  bauble  whose  glitter  is 
paste.  Much  happiness  and.  what  is  more, 
much  principle  hare  been  sacrificed  to  a  con¬ 
sistency  founded  on  a  grievou  •-  error.  That 
error  is  the  ruling  idea  that  all  the  actions  of 
one's  life  and  all  the  words  of  one's  mouth 
most  be  able  to  be  shown  as  standing  to¬ 
gether  and  agreeing  with  each  other. 

A  person  with  that  view'ia  compelled  to  be 
perpetually  studying  bis  past  record  and  con¬ 
sidering  bis  probable  future  while  ottering 
his  words  and  shaping  his  acts  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  A  rerr  great  hardship  is  a  life  like 
that  and  every  approximation  is  a  deviation 
from  thto  consistency  which  every  Intellect 
ual  man  who  is  at  the  same  time  a  good  man 
most  desires  to  maintain.  Every  day  of  life 
increases  the  conduct  and  the  language 
which  must  be  kept  in  the  memory  by  any 
one  who  is  striving  to  attain  this  kind  of 
consistency. 

There  is  a  valuable  consistency,  and  one 
which  is  very  ornamental  to  the  life  of  him 
who  wears  it,  which  consists  of  a  brave,  un¬ 
selfish  acting  upon  what  one  believes  to  be 
tho  truth  and  the  right  at  the  present  time 
and  ander  the  present  circumstances,  with¬ 
out  regard  to  its  effect  upon  one's  fortunes  or 
its  agreement  with  t^at  one  has  heretofore 
said  and  done  or  may  hereafter  say  or  do. 
This  alone  keeps  the  conscience  unsullied. 
This  gives  a  soul  lu  only  true  freedom.  This 
is  the  consistency  of  Christian  heroism ;  the 
other  is  the  consistency  of  selfish  cowardice. 
The  one  is  the  consistency  of  a  man  who  de- 
■ires to  be  good;  the  other  that  of  a  man 
who  desires  to  appear  good.  Tbs  latter  is 
opposed  to  all  growth  of  opinion  and  to  all 
education  of  conscience.

Carlyle’s  genius  and  work  cannot  be  sum- 
ned  up  in  s  sentence.  The  influence,  which 
be  sot  in  motion  are  in  the  very  air  of  con 
temporaneoas  thought,  and  he  baa  touched 
and  inspired  the  life  of  the  age.  The  strong 
bean  that  could  think  so  tenderly  of  the 
weakness  of  Burnt,  the  searching  mind  that 
could  atrip  from  the  soul  it*  coverings  of 
custom,  inheritance  and  sense,  and  take  h 
step  by  step  through  its  awful  journey  from 
the  unconsciousness  of  youth  through  the 
Everlasting  Nay  to  the  calm,  heroic  faith  of 
maturity,  the  stainless  character  that  was 
greater  than  all  the  words  in  which  it  wrote 
itMlf — these  are  not  lost  to  m  in  the  death 
of  Thomas  Carlyle.  The  mortal  part,  with 
its  weakness,  the  impatience  and  occasional 
perversities  of  age.  pass  away,  but  the  apir  » 
of  aspiration,  thetradition  of  heroic  earnest¬ 
ness,  the  influence  of  lofty  living  remain 
to  teach  and  invigorate  the  coming  genera¬ 
tions.— .from  thi*  tetek't  Christian  Union.

THOMAS  CARLYLE. 

Eighty- six  years  of  aspiration  and  strenu¬ 
ous  endeavor  are  rounded  in  their  close. 
The  multitude,  whose  lives  can  never  again 
be  common plaee  because  Thomas  Carlyle 
disclosed  to  their  oonseioosaeas  the  gran¬ 
deur  of  opportunity  and  the  sacredness  of 
effort,  will  look  for  no  later  Drophet  to  wear 
his  mantle  and  speak  his  message,  nor  will 
they  need  any.  His  work  is  done,  a  work  in 
some  respects  as  important  and  commanding 
as  any  allotted  human  thought  and  hands  in 
this  oentury.

It  was  in  this  constant  appeal  from  the 
world  of  fact  to  the  world  of  ideal  truth,  from 
aenaation  to  intuition,  from  knowledge  to 
faith  that  Carlyle  beet  served  bis  generation. 
He  surprised  us  into  greatness  by  disclosing 
the  Mgnifieance  of  the  apparent  trifles  that 
crowd  our  lives.  Over  the  most  obscure  hu¬ 
man  path,  as  over  tho  broadest  and  most  fre¬ 
quented  highway  of  humanity,  he  set  the  in¬ 
finite  heavens  and  the  everlasting  stars. 
Nothing  was  commonplace  to  him,  because 
all  had  part  and  work  in  the  perpetual  mira¬ 
cle  of  being.  Bummer  and  winter,  day  and 
night,  the  whole  regular  procession  of  ex¬ 
ternal  events  in  which  our  lives  are  set  was 
as  marvelous  and  glorious  to  him  as  to  the 
first  man  into  whose  thought  the  my.-  tsry 
and  wonder  of  it  foand  entrance. 

With  such  insight  into  the  "open  secret” 
of  life  Carlyle  could  not  be  a  menlittsraUur. 
Literature  to  him  was  no  fine  and  delicate 
art  in  the  practice  of  which  every  effect  was 
to  be  studied,  every  detail  carefully  wrought 
with  oonscious  effort.

Of  course  there  wm  a  grand  rush  ol  the  paaf 
sengers  for  tbe  obeervatioo  csr  wblcb  bail  beei 
attached  to  the  train,  which  looked  to  me  liki 
a  two-storied  boose  with  tbe  tides  knocked  out; 
There  was  no  little  chaffing ^and  Joking  among 
tbe  number  who  were  deprived  the  privilege  of 
entering  the  car,  for  It  was  only  availably  for 
those  who  had  occupied  tbe  sleeping  coacbei, 
and  tbe  disappointment  of  the  less  fortune#- 
ones  who  occupied  the  regular  cars  was  vented 
in  such  remarks,  as  these  :  “Bebold  the  gregt 
and  wonderful  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road  Man.-ig 
erie  of  Live  Animals,  tbe  likes  of  which  nev*r 
before  have  been  seen  this  side  of  the  Alleghaqy 
Mountains  and  are  only  visible  for  a  short  time 
as  they  hare  Just  been  fed.  There  is  no  partic¬ 
ular  danger  and  they  can  be  viewed  with  safe¬ 
ty."  Tint  "all  aboard"  shouted  by  the  ermdae 
lOr  put  an  end  to  the  sport  and  we  eoromencld 
our  ascent  of  the  Aileghanles.  Having  ma4e 
up  my  mind  to  see  something  of  tbe  grandeur 
which  I  bad  so  often  beard  spoken  of  in  con¬ 
nection  with  this  portiou  of  tbe  trip,  I  offcourie 
was  on  the  <jui  vim  to  sec  all  tbat  was  worth 
seeing  and  I  was  nof  disappointed  in  my  expi¬ 
rations,  for  as  we  iped  up  the  mouutaln-slfic 
the  view  became  sublime  almost  beyond  des¬ 
cription.  Looking  down  in  tbe  valley  beneath 
it  make*  one  almost  shudder  whejt  be  contem¬ 
plates  what  tbc  effects  of  an  accident  would  he. 
We  are  travelling  upon  tbe  very  edge  of  tfils 
yawuing  gulf  which  iucreascs  in  depth  w>h 
erery  rerolation  of  tbe  car  wheels.  Yet  sifill 
on  we  go;  climbing  higher  and  higher.  Tbe 
trees  which  a  few  moments  ago  stood  liRe 
monarch#  ot  the  forest  In  all  their  strength  apd 
beauty,  now  seem  like  brushwood.  The  scfn 
erv  every  moment  presents  a  new  aspect.  H4re 
and  there  you  see  a  stream  of  water  Iricklfiig 
down  the  mountain  side— again,  the  Jutting  apd 
rocky  side#  of  old  Alleghany  protrude  thnm- 
selvca.  This  mountain. like  many  others, is  denac- 
ly  wooded  but  there  are  place*  where  it#  sides 
are  bWand  show  a  masa  of  gigantic  rockwhlch 
to  some  might  in  a  measure  destroy  Its  beai|ty. 
On  tbe  right  there  Is  one  solid  wall,  it  aeafiis. 
with  hardly  a  break  or  an  irregularity  along  the 
creat  which  Is  as  straight  as  a  piece  of  raasoc(ry. 
On  the  left,  rising  above  the  valley  beneath,  the 
mountains  arc  strung  along  like  a  eboin  of  gi- 
ganti*  agates.  Each  seems  to  be  triangular, 
while  between  each  is  a  ravine  where  there  tire 
not  only  tall  and  majestic  trees  but  also  $ne 
slopes  of  high  era*.*.  1  am  informed  that  there 
are  deer  there  and  black  bears  upon  the  sumtiit, 
but  as  I  had  to  fore-bear  the  pleasure  of  stop¬ 
ping  to  interview  them,  however  dearly  l  might 
like  to,  I  thought  it  bc6t  to  report  the  matter  to 
our  professional  as  well  as  amateur  sportsrgen 
who  I  trust  will  bear  It  in  tniud  when  their  npxt 
Summer  vacation  occurs.  Thnudrr  storms  I 
am  told,  in  these  mountains  are  frequent  «nd 
severe,  but  uot  of  long  duration.  A  locomotive 
passes  going  In  the  opposite  direction  to  wtych 
we  are  travelling  and  within  almost  hifijtag 
distance.  We  hive  reached  the  horse  shoe 
curve,  which  is  a  most  wonderful  example^  of 
man’s  creative  genius,  sad  it  is  our  owu  loco¬ 
motive  which  we  see  passing  the  curve.  t"he 
road  is  so  constructed  as  to  form  a  curve  which 
faithfully  represents  a  horse  shoe — tbeneci  its 
name.  Further  on  we  pass  to  more  abrupt 
curves.  One  is  called  the  Pack  Saddle  and  the 
other  Jack’s  Narrows.  We  have  now  reached 
an-alMtade  of  some  8,000  feet  abovo  the  valley. 
The  train  stofs  and  we  dismiss  onr  extra  loco¬ 
motives  with  thanks  and  with  true  appreefafiion 
of  the  favors  they  have  conferred,  and  upon 
looking  down  over  the  road  wc  have  just  passed 
over  all  wc  can  say,  as  we  endeavor  to  conlpre- 
beud  the  sublimity  of  the  scene  stretched  out 
before  as.  Is,  in  tbe  language  of  tbe  school  (boy. 
What  a  bully  place  to  ride  down  li  l."  Again 
we  start  and  very  unceremoniously  enterj  the 
Alleghany  Mountain  tunnel,  3,800  feet  long. 
Running  along  at  tbe  rate  of  forty  miles  an  hour 
we  were  not  a  little  surprised  when  we  found 
we  had  arrived  at  Pittsburg,  444  miles  from 
New  York.  The  porter  informed  me  that  wc 
would  remain  here  for  one  hour  and  advised 
me,  if  I  had  any  respect  for  the  white  shirt,  and 
Piccadilly  collar  which  I  wore,  not  to  venture 
far  from  the  depot.  Paying  bnt  little  attention 
to  his  words  of  caution  I  started  out  for  a  brief 
visit  to  the  city.  Pittsburg  lias  the  picturesque 
Mpect  of  a  volcano, owing  to  its  numerous  man¬ 
ufactories  of  iron,  steel,  sud  so  forth.  A  cloud 
of  smoke  from  tbe  many  furnaces  In  operfition, 
which  without  exception  burn  soft  coal,  rests 
over  the  entire  city  and  at  night  the  city  is  il¬ 
luminated  by  tbe  glow  and  flash  of  tbe^irou 
mills  filling  its  valleys  and  stretching  np  it»  hill¬ 
sides,  resting  not  day  or  night,  but  ever  ceas- 
lessly  gleaming,  smoking  and  roaring.  Rook¬ 
ing  dowu  from  the  summit  of  one  of  thej  bills 
which  surround  the  city,  the  scene  seems  almost 
Satanic.  Here  ore  quiet  streets  and  banfisome 
residences  but  U  Is  tho  smoke  and  fire  which 
give  Pitteburg  Its  character.  E.  W.

Very  recently  a  glass  manufacturer  of 
Pittsburg  has,  with  remarkable  uucees*, 
adopted  gas  os  a  fuel  in  the  converting  of  n 
**  batch  ”  of  ingredients  into  molten  glass, 
and  his  little  furnace  is  an  object  of  tbe 
deeps#)  Interest  to  the  glass  makers  of 
Pitubarg  and  elsewhere.  The  gloss  melt¬ 
ing  furnace  of  tbe  present  Is  in  principle 
that  of  the  furnace  ot  a  century  ago,  a  tow¬ 
ering  mx«s  of  refractory  briek,  holding  at- 
it*  ^OM  a  collection  ot  costly  and  fragile 
“  poto,"  containing  usually  about  two  thou* 
■and  pounds  of  molten  glass  each,  these 
pots  being  exposed  to  tbe  direct  beat  of 
burning  cool  beneath.  The  extreme  ten¬ 
derness  of  these  pots,  their  liability  to  de¬ 
posit  their  costly  contents  into  the  ash  pit, 
their  first  cost,  abont  $00,  and  tbe  care 
necessary  in  preserving  them  from  tbe  sud¬ 
den  lowering  of  temperature \re  a  few  ouly 
of  the  objections  tbat  have  always  existed 
in  the  orthodox  form  of  furnace.  In  the 
beat  of  these  a  pound  of  melted  glass  pro- 
daeed  for  a  pound  of  coal  bunted  is  consid¬ 
ered  extremely  good  results  and  tbe  Aral 
cost  of  suoh  a  furnace  is  fG.000.  Ou  tbe 
other  hand,  the  new  gas  burning  furnace 
cost  f  500,  and  in  it  every  day  there  is  melt¬ 
ed  a  6,000  pound  batch  with  1,000  ponuds 
of  “nut"  coal  in  12  hours  after  lighting 
tbe  fires,  against  24  to  SO  boars  in  tbe  old 
furnace. 

The  new  or  " open  tank"  glass  furnace 
to  built  of  fire  brick,  and  is  of  the  Mihjoined 
modest  proportions.  Tbe  "lank,”  bolding 
6,000  ponuds  of  glass,  is  7  by  5  by  2  feet. 
Acrora  one  end  of  this  space,  and  separated 
from  it  by  a  fire  wall,  is  the  furnace  or  fire 
box.  This  to  simply  a  fireplace,  30  inches 
square,  furnished  with  grate  bars  and  not 
differing  in  Appearance  from  tbe  ordinary 
furnace  under  a  steam  boiler.  To  tbnwdre 
box  is  led  air  from  a  rotary  blower.  This 
finds  its  way  to  the  grate  bora  and  through 
fines  in  tbe  surrouudiug  wall.  In  tbe  latter 
instance  this  air  becomes  intensely  hot  be¬ 
fore  escaping  through  suitable  openings  and 
mingling  with  the  products  of  the  burning 
coal.  Bo  mingled,  air,  smoke  aud  gases 
blehd  in  a  flame  of  intense  heat,  and  follow¬ 
ing  the  drought  pour  over  the  fire  wall  aud 
down  upon  the  tauk,  convarting  the  batch 
into  molten  glass  iu  the  time  stated.  It 
should  be  added  that  the  old  style  furnace, 
with  iU  great  mass  of  brickwork,  requires 
two  weeks  of  continuing  firing  to  make 
ready  for  melting,  and  that  skilled  labor, 

**  teasing,"  ia  ueces-ary  to  properly  pre¬ 
serve  the  pots  from  undue  heat  or  oold. — 
Scientific  American. 

Another  process  ot  simultaneous  color 
printing  has  been  brought  to  tbe  attention 
of  the  Londou  Society  of  Arte.  Tbe  pre¬ 
pared  pigment  chosen  for  tbe  ground  of  the 
design  is  first  i  nn  iuto  a  mould,  so  as  to  form 
a  solid  block  about  three  inches  thick,  and 
the  pattern  is  lr&ce4  with  a  steel  point  upon 
a  sheet  of  artificial  talc,  made  with  a  mix- 
tn<e  of  collodion  aud  oil,  this  being  pressed 
npou  the  block  mo  as  to  leave  an  impression 
of  ibe  lines  npou  its  enrtaoe  ;  the  pattern  to 
then  cut  out  of  the  block  by  a  sharp  eteel 
knife  mounted  on  tbe  end  of  an  articnlated 
parallelogram,  so  as  to  be  maintained  in  fi 
vertical  position,  while  at  the  same  tioifi 
having  a  perfectly  free  horizontal  motion. 
Tbe  various  pigments  forming  the  design 
are  then  poured  iuto  the  spaces  cut  out,  • 
kiud  of  mould  being  formed  temporarily  by 
a  portion  of  the  groundcolor,  supplemented 
by  strips  of  wood  soaked  in  water.  Tbe 
paint  is  poured  in  hot  and  liquid,  and,  a e 
soon  as  it  is  eooled,  another  ie  added,  and 
bo  on,  uutil  tbe  whole  design  is  finished, 
thns  forming— according  to  tha  description 
—a  complete  mosaic.

It  is  known  that  soft  iron  discs  running 
at  a  circumferential  speed  of  twelve  thou- 
sand  feet  per  minute  will  cut  hard  steel,  but 
five  thousand  feet  per  minute  will  not  ent 
iron— a, fact  which  is  taken  advantage  of  in 
rolltWmill-i  to  eat  large  bars  and  beams  in 
•xset  lengths.  At  the  railway  works  at 
Crewe,  England,  tha  circular  saw*  for  cut¬ 
ting  hot  steel  are  feted  to  have  »  velocity 
of  thirteeu  thousand  feet  per  minute  at  the 
periphery,  equal  to  a  speed  of  abont  one 
hundred  aud  fifty  miles  per  hour.  The 
saws  ore  seven  feet  in  diameter  and  5-lfitha 
of  an  inch  thick,  driven  through  gearing  ia 
one  case  by  a  pair  of  locomotive  cylinders 
seventeen  inches  diameter  and  two  feat 
stroke.  In  another  instance,  also,  the  saw 
ia  driven  direct  by  a  threa-cyliuder  engine, 
fourteen  inches  diameter  and  eight  inoh 
stroke.  Mention  to  made,  too,  of  a  saw  of 
fonr  feet  aud  six  inobes  diameter  which  to 
run  at  twelve  hundred  revolutions  per  min¬ 
ute— eqnol  to  seventeen  thousand  feet  per 
minute.
